Snarls of rea tape may cause 
the town to lose $2,000 in taxes. 

That’s the estimated income 
from the proposed insurance 
building at the junction of Routes 
133 and 93, for which land was 
rezoned last March. 

Since the town meeting acted, 
Ronald Reader, whose Massachu- 
setts Mutual agency would build 
there, has met with yards of red 
tape 

His request to the Federal 
Bureau of Roads for permission 
to use the short access driveway, 
from new Route 133 to the old Route 
133 at that junction, was lost for a 
while. Then when Congressman 
Brad Morse intervened, the Bureau 
found the request.

Shelters - Will They Work? 


Thinking of building a fallout shelter in your basement? 

Then answer these thought-provoking questions: 

If your children were in school when an alert sounded — 
would you seek shelter at home, or go after the youngsters? 

If you were at work when an alert sounded, would you 
take shelter or run for home, to protect your family if 
possible? 

If your family was home alone, do you think they could 
take shelter and survive, without you? 

What would you do, if you and your family had taken 
shelter and survived, only to be confronted with un- 
sheltered and hungry neighbors? 

What would happen if yours was the onlyshelter in your 
neighborhood — and scores of desperate people knew you 
had shelter and supplies? 

These are, indeed, thought-provoking questions. And 
they can lead to only one basic conclusion: 

There must be public shelters, adequately supplied, so 
that the anxieties which would keep you from seeking 
immediate shelter are quelled; they must be ample in 
numbers and size so that the problem of defending your 
own shelter against desperate neighbors is minimized. 

We firmly believe that the federal government must 
actively lead the way in this field — by example, by 
providing actual funds when needed, and through econo- 
mic inducements for individuals. 

The state and the communities must share in this 
leadership, supported by each of us individually. 

If the day should ever come when sheltering yourself 
from fallout was the single act that could save your life, 
and the lives of your family and neighbors, hind-sight 
would tell you that shelter construction should have been 
undertaken with massive public and private support. 

Is it necessary for us to view this problem via hind- 
sight? Or can we, as a nation and a single community, 
weigh this problem now and throw full support into pre- 
paring ourselves for the possibility that such a disaster 


may occur? 

The first step, in looking forward to the eventuality 
and the steps that can be taken to minimize its threat to 
all of us, is to get the federal government moving in a 
unified direction; after this is done, states and communi- 
ties will no doubt follow. 

Letters to congressmen and senators from enough 
thoughtful people on this subject may help to overcome 
the inertia that has plagued the government for some time. 


Don’t Drop The Ball 


Does Andover want new business, additional tax 
revenue? 

Town officials have an opportunity to express their 
enthusiasm for adding a good, clean business — an office 
building — by taking some constructive action right now. 

For it has become apparent that the insurance office 
proposed for the land at the junction of Route 133 and 
Route 93 will be lost if about one-tenth of a mile of drive- 
way is not widened. 

The building will bring in about $2,000 in taxes, if it 
ever is constructed. 

This is worth having, worth taking unusual measures 
to retain. 

It seems to us that the town should find a way to help 
get this project cleared; that the town should even extend 
its own resources if necessary to assure that the insur- 
ance office will be built here. The Selectmen, taking note 
of the problem, are looking into the various aspects, 
hoping to find a way to persuade the state to approve of, 
then do, the work. We hope they will be energetic in their 
efforts.

In this jet age even the 
Representative from Hawaii can 
fly back to Washington within a 
day’s time i ae 
By passing the Reorganization 
Act. members of the 79th Congress 
hoped to save the taxpayers money, 
to establish a more brisk and effi- 
cient legislative system, and to 
allow Representatives time at 
horne to keep in close touch with 
their constituents. A look at the 
first session of this Congress 
points up some of the gla ring faults 
the act was supposed to correct: 
Even counting, the problems con~ 
fronting a new Congress starting, 
out with a new Administration, 
this session got off at an unusually 
lethargic pace. During the entire 
month of January there were only 
three rollcall votes in the House = 
all on organizational matters. 
There was not a single record 
yote during the monthof February. 
Between Jan. 3, when Congress 
convened, and July 4, the House 
was in session only 94 out of a 
possible 130 working days.

He told the Committee: ‘1 can’t 
guarantee the results either way”’, 
but also felt that ‘if the Supreme 
Court is consistent with its words, 
it would not stay with the decision 
in this case’’.

from Whittier st. to the river. 

They also pointed out that 10 
percent of the amount allowed for 
construction is designated for en= 
gineering fees - thus leaving sub- 
stantially less than $400,000 for 
actual work on the brook. 

However, members agreed that 
the state could actually call for 
bids, getting prices on the entire 
job and on sections of it. These 
would form the basis for future 
decisions, they felt. 

Member Russell G. Doyle sug- 
gested that a special town meeting, 
could be called, and the voters 
asked whether they want to dopart 
of the job for the money available.
